Ray  Gets  Postponement 
In  King  Murder  Trial 


MEMPHIS,  Tenn.  (AP)-James 
Earl  Ray  won  a postponement 
Tuesday  until  March  3 of  his 
first-degree  murder  trial  in  last 
spring’s  assassination  of  the  Rev. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 

The  defendant  was  reported 
hopeful  of  doing  better  when  the 
Republican  national 
administration  takes  over  early 
next  year. 

The  state  vigorously  but  vainly 
opposed  the  continuance  granted 
by  Criminal  Court  Judge  W. 
Preston  Battle  in  favor  of  Ray,  a 
40-year-old  escaped  convict. 

“He’s  been  here  four  months  or 
better  and  it  appears  to  me  he’s 
trifling  with  the  court,”  said  Asst. 
Dist.  Atty.  Gen.  Robert  K. 
Dwyer.  He  referred  to  Ray’s 
return  to  Memphis  after  his 
capture  June  8 in  London, 
England.  The  defendant  had  been 
the  target  of  the  greatest  manhunt 
in  American  history. 

“ . . . The  State  of  Tennessee  is 


ready  for  trial,”  Dwyer  continued. 
“We  have  something  like  90 
witnesses  alerted  nationally  and  in 
various  parts  of  the  world  to  come 
in  here. 

“What  assurances  are  there  that 
at  the  last  moment  the  defendant 
might  not  come  in  and  say,  ‘I 
don’t  want  this  gentleman  here’,” 
whereupon  Dwyer  nodded  toward 
6-feet-4  criminal  lawyer  Percy 
Foreman,  who  took  over  the 
defense  only  last  Sunday  night 
from  Arthur  Hanes,  52,  former 
mayor  of  Birmingham,  Ala. 

Hanes  said  he  was  fired  because 
of  Ray’s  insistence  that  the 
scheduled  opening  of  the  trial  be 
delayed,  hopeful  that  he  would  do 
better  after  the  new 
administration  takes  office. 

Hanes  said  he  does  not  know 
the  basis  for  Ray’s  hope. 

“All  of  this  is  a subterfuge,” 
said  Hanes.  “James  Earl  Ray

A Time  Of  Crisis 


Phone  Numbers  Hard  To  Set 


For  The  ASBYU

This  is  a time  of  crisis  for  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young 
University.  Student  leaders  now  face  challenges  that  seem  so 
overwhelming  they  are  impossible  to  cope  with,  problems  so  numerous 
they  cannot  be  solved,  disputes  so  bitter  and  divisive  there  can  be  no 
unity. 

Since  the  year  began,  we  have  seen  disputes  arise  based  on  issues  in  - --  

part,  and,  sadly  enough,  on  personalities  in  part.  We  have  seen  power  than  9,000  calls  a week,  and  probably  many  more 
clashes  between  the  Cabinet  and  the  Executive  Council,  the  Cabinet  were  never  answered.  According  to  one  switchboard 

and  the  President,  the  Council  and  the  classes,  the  AMS  and  AWS  and  operator,  sometimes  as  many  as  five  calls  for 
t e Council,  some  vice  presidents  and  other  vice  presidents,  leaders  and  information  were  turned  away  for  every  one  that 
their  followers,  and  so  forth  down  the  line. 


The  BYU  telephone  information  service,  during 
the  first  month  and  a half  of  school,  presented  to 
the  public  an  image  of  disorganization  and 
obsolescence.  This  service  frustrated  and  angered 
many  people  who  often  found  the  information  lines 
busy  for  several  hours. 

When  a service  is  promised,  people  expect  it 
without  too  many  flaws;  and  if  it  is  not  provided 
adequately,  people  are  upset  and  impatient. 

During  the  few  weeks  prior  to  the  selling  of 
student  directories,  the  problem  was  extreme.  At 
this  time  Information  operators  were  handling  more 


the  growing  pains  caused  by ' BYLI'js  phenomen 
expansion. 


The  situation  is  now  less  serious,  because  mai;*; 
students  obtained  directories,  but  the  same  dilemrr 
will  be  with  us  again  next  fall  unless  a solution  k 
found. 


All  of  these  clashes  and  disputes  culminate  in  one  question  posed 
today  to  all  student  leaders  from  the  lowest  committee  member  to  the 
student  body  president:  can  the  1968-69  student  organization  solve 
these  problems  so  adequately  that  they  need  not  arise  again  to  plague 
student  governments  yet  to  come? 

An  examination  of  the  problems  facing  student  leaders  is  in  order, 
with  the  hope  that  this  year  these  problems  may  be  solved.  Student 
government  is  challenged  to  settle  the  following  issues; 

THE  ROLE  OF  THE  CABINET 

An  immediate  question  which  is  pressing  upon  the  minds  of  many 
student  leaders  is  the  role  of  the  ASBYU  Cabinet.  In  recent  months  the 
disputes  between  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Cabinet,  and  the 
President  s office  and  the  Cabinet  have  brought  this  issue  to  the  front  in 
the  minds  of  many  residents  of  the  Wilkinson  Center  fourth  floor. 

The  leaders  of  the  Cabinet  felt  restricted  by  the  lack  of  definition  of 
powers  and  duties,  and  seized  enough  power  to  force  the  issue  into  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  for  decision. 

The  challenge  is  to  choose  between  real  powers  and  duties  for  the 
Cabinet,  or  its  abolition.  One  way  or  another,  student  government  is 
challenged  to  take  positive  action  to  remedy  the  situation. 

THE  CLASS  GOVERNMENT  CONTROVERSY 

Class  officers  rightfuUy  need  to  know  what  they  are  supposed  to  do. 
Once  again  the  ASBYU  Constitution  is  vague.  These  officers  feel  they 
were  elected  by  the  student  body  and  should  have  powers  and  duties 
commensurate  with  that  election.  The  Executive  Council  feels, 
generally,  that  class  government  officials  serve  special  interest  groups. 

The  issue  here  is  whether  or  not  class  government,  through  its 
programs,  is  of  sufficient  service  to  the  students  it  represents  to  justify 
its  existence.  If  so,  the  Executive  Council  is  challenged  to  help  class 
government  do  the  best  job  it  can.  If  not,  class  government  is 
challenged  to  assist  the  Council  in  discovering  a more  effective 
alternative. 

PERSONALITY  CLASHES 

This  is  a real  problem,  one  from  which  student  leaders  cannot  hide. 
No  one  wants  to  work  with  someone  who  refuses  to  cooperate  or  help 
in  any  way,  and  no  one  wants  to  try  to  cooperate  with  and  help 
someone  who  seems  to  resent  every  move  made.  In  a particularly 
unfortunate  clash  between  two  vice  presidents  whose  offices  face  each 
other,  the  only  thing  that  is  being  helped  is  the  political  ambition  of 
those  not  involved  in  the  clash. 

Student  leaders  are  challenged  to  work  out  their  personality 


got  through.  One  student  tried  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  to  contact  information,  and  after  eight 
attempts  gave  up,  deciding  it  would  be  easier  to  wait 
a week  for  a student  directory. 

Why  the  simple  task  of  reaching  an  information 
operator  was  often  impossible  during  the  first  six 
weeks  of  school  is  easily  explainable— not  enough 
telephone  lines.  Only  three  lines  are  available  for 
this  purpose,  and  often  just  two  girls  receive  calls  on 
the  three  lines.  During  peak  hours,  some 
information  operators  handled  50  calls  an  hour. 

No  one  is  to  be  blamed  for  the  shortage  of  help 
and  lines,  because  this  is  just  one  area  that  is  feeling 


A possible  answer  might  be  to  install  15  extr  ‘ 
lines  and  to  employ  15  special  girls  to  handir 
information  calls  during  peak  periods.  Fewer  ne\  ' 
lines  and  girls  might  suffice.  Provo  City  informatio 
serves  a larger  area  than  BYU  and  20  lines  are  usee 
Seldom  does  one  get  a busy  signal  when  dialing  fd  :•? 
Provo  information. 

According  to  Wendel  Nielsen,  director  .0 
telephone  services,  more  lines  could  be  installed,  bu 
the  main  difficulty  would  be  footing  the  cost  of  tfi  I*  " 
extra  help.  Surely  BYU  cares  enough  about  it 
phone  service  to  pay  the  added  amount.  However, 
other  expenses  are  deemed  more  urgent,  there  is  ; 
good  chance  various  service  units  on  campus  wouk 
offer  help  'gratis'  during  the  peak  times  as  a servio  ItosT 
project. 

Whatever  the  answer,  action  must  be  taken. 

Now  is  the  time  to  analyze  records  of  calls,  and  tc  rf-w 
experiment  with  new  ideas  for  improving 
information  service  at  BYU. 

A solution  to  this  dilemma  must 
discovered— and  soon.

Kickoff  for  the  BYU-ASU  game 
in  Provo  is  scheduled  for  1 :30 
p.m.,  and  it  will  be  the  Cougars’ 
last  chance  to  win  a home  game 
this  season.  BYU  is  batting  0-4  on 
its  own  home  field,  albeit  against 
some  outstanding  football  teams. 

The  Sun  Devils  posted  their 
fifth  win  of  the  season  Saturday, 
blasting  Utah  59-21.  The  Cougars, 
meanwhile,  were  handed  their 
sixth  straight  setback,  8-34,  in  a 
game  with  Utah  State.

BYU  is  running  out  of  player 
personnel.  The  demand  for  scotch 
tape,  bailing  wire  and  healing 
balm  from  the  equipment  room 
has  all  but  depleted  the  stock. 

What’s  more,  the  nature  of  the 
injuries  are  such  that  they  can’t  be 
repaired  before  the  end  of  the 
season.  No*  fewer  than  14  of  the 
Cougar  injured  were  listed  among 
the  BYU  starters  on  offense  and 
defense  at  one  time  or  other 
during  the  season. 

The  latest  to  be  moved  over  to 
the  hospital  platoon  is  linebacker 
Tim  Roberts.  The  210-pound 
junior  from  Phoenix  was 
hospitalized  late  last  week  with 
mononucleosis.  Roberts  isn’t 
expected  to  return  before  the  end 
of  the  season. 

Others  among  the  regulars 
recently  sidelined  include  Terry 
Sanford,  quarterback-defensive 
safety;  Kip  Jackson,  sophomore 
wingback;  George  Gruber, 
offensive  guard;  Sam  Hanna, 
middle  guard;  and  kicking 
specialist  Steve  Christensen. 

Even  with  a number  of  their 


best  players  on  the  injury  list,  the 
Cougars  have  been  able  to 
perform  well  under  trying 
circumstances.  In  Saturday’s  game 
with  Utah  State  the  BYU  defense 
limited  the  Utah  State  team  to 
only  87  yards  rushing  and  passing 
in  the  first  half. 

But  the  Aggies  kept  pounding 
away  and  managed  to  wear  the 
Cougars  down.

Clifford  Defends  Paris  Decisions

South  Vietnamese  attitude  came 
on  the  very  eve  of  Johnson’s 
announcement  that  U.S.  planes 
would  stop  bombing  North 
Vietnamese  territory  on  Nov.  1. 

Despite  a flurry  of  last-minute 
cables  and  diplomatic  huddling, 
the  Saigon  government  refused  to 
change  its  stand  and  in  fact, 
Clifford  said,  came  up  with  “a 
whole  new  set  of  concerns  and 
objections”  about  stopping  the 
attacks. 

Voice  rising,  finger  jabbing  the 
air,  Clifford  said  Johnson  “owed 
it  to  the  American  people”  to  go 
ahead  nevertheless  with  his  peace 
drive. 

“He  worked  through  5Vi 
months  to  reach  the  agreement 
that  he  thought  could  be  a m^or 
step  toward  peace,  and  then  in  the 
last  out  of  the  ninth  inning,  why, 
suddenly,  they  say  ‘No,  we  can’t 
go  along,’  ” Clifford  said. 

“I  believe  the  President  was 
absolutely  right  in  not  giving 
Saigon  a veto  over  the  plan.” 

At  the  White  House,  press 
secretary  George  Christian  was 
asked  whether  Clifford  was 
speaking  for  the  President.  He 
replied  that  Clifford  was 
“expressing  his  views  as  he  sees 
things.” 

The  defense  secretary’s  sharp 
remarks  on  the  Washington-Saigon 


squabble  highlighted  a news 
conference  in  which  he  also: 

—In  effect  warned  Hanoi  that 
recent  artillery  attacks  across  the 
Demilitarized  Zone  are  a violation 
of  the  general  understanding  the 
United  States  had  when  it  stopped 


the  bombing  of  North  Vietnam. 

-Said  he  has  recommended  to 
President-elect  Richard  M.  Nixon 
that  a new  secretary  of  defense  be 
appointed  by  mid-December  to 
give  the  man  a month’s  time  to 
^ccome  oriented  before  taking 
over  Jan.  20.
